MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston . 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1962. 

Last  year  the  Council  decided  to  run  its  own  refuse  collection 
service.  This  service  is  now  working  well.  We  are  glad  to  have 
cheerful,  active  men  interested  in  their  work. 

This  year  the  Council  took  another  step  forward.  Staff  have 
been  appointed  to  push  forward  the  concept  of  a clean  and  bright 
Ilkeston.  A Technical  Officer  and  a clerk  have  been  appointed  to 
deal  with  the  proposals  to  bring  into  operation,  at  an  early  date, 
Clean  Air  Zones  in  the  town.  A pleasant  little  booklet  has  been 
produced  for  tenants  and  householders. 

All  the  time  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  continues  at  a rate 
of  about  30  houses  per  annum.  The  results  of  the  programme 
become  apparent  in  rather  untidy  sites.  After  a period  these  sites 
are  bought  and  developed  and  good  new  houses  take  the  place 
of  the  old. 

Application  for  improvement  grants  continue  to  be  made. 
There  are  still  many  houses  without  bathrooms  or  indoor  water 
closets.  Their  owners  should  be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of 
these  grants. 

Against  this  progressive  background  it  is  interesting  to  have 
to  report  that  the  population  of  the  town  continues  its  slow,  steady 
increase.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 

I am  pleased  to  record  the  happy  relationship  which  exists 
between  members  of  the  Council  and  their  Staff.  In  particular 
I would  mention  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
Alderman  Mrs.  E.  E.  Bostock,  and  the  members  of  that  Committee. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee,  Councillor  C. 
Horridge  and  members  of  the  Housing  Committee  I would  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  care  which  they  take  in  considering  special 
cases  and  difficult  cases  brought  before  them. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  the  general  practitioners  in  the  town 
for  their  assistance  on  numerous  occasions  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS 


The  Statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been  compiled 
from  information  received  from  a number  of  sources  throughout  the 
3^ear. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Ilkeston  supplies  a 
weekly  return  giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  area. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  sent  in  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  sometimes  by  the  Chest 
Physicians  and  Hospital  Medical  Officers. 

The  notification  of  suspected  cases  is  most  important,  for 
instance  in  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  and  dysentery.  Telephone 
communications  are  much  appreciated  and  can  save  a great  deal 
of  time. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  disease  and  undiagnosed 
illnesses  comes  from  hospitals,  school  teachers,  parents,  health  visitors 
and  casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding  infectious 
disease,  births  and  deaths,  are  received  from  the  Registrar  General. 
This  enables  a watch  to  be  kept  on  any  unusually  prevalent  disease 
in  the  County,  or  surrounding  districts  or  towns. 


Population. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  30th  June,  1962, 
was  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  34,960.  This  is  an  increase 
of  170  from  the  estimate  made  at  the  same  time  in  1961. 

During  the  last  10  years  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in 
the  population  of  the  Borough.  (See  Table  4). 


Births. 

594  live  births  were  registered  in  1962,  giving  a crude  birth 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  16.99. 

When  adjusted  for  comparison  purposes  by  the  application  of 
the  comparability  factor  of  0.99  the  rate  is  16.8,  which  can  be 
compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate  of  18.0.  (See  Summary 
of  Statistics  and  Table  4). 


Stillbirths. 

The  16  still  births  registered  give  a rate  per  thousand  births 
(live  and  still)  of  26.2.  This  is  higher  than  the  England  and  Wales 
rate  of  18.1. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

14  deaths  were  recorded  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year. 
These  give  an  infant  death  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  23.6.  This 
is  the  highest  recorded  since  1954  and  can  be  compared  with  an 
England  and  Wales  rate  of  20.7. 

10  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  four  weeks  of  age 
and  9 deaths  were  recorded  in  children  under  one  week  of  age. 
(See  Summary  of  Statistics  and  Table  4). 

Perinatal  Mortality. 

The  total  of  still  births  and  infant  deaths  occurring  under  the 
age  of  one  week  is  25  giving  a rate  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births  of  40.9.  (See  Summary  of  Statistics  and  Table  3). 


DEATHS. 

347  deaths  were  registered. 

This  gives  a crude  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of 
9.92,  which  after  adjustment  by  the  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  of  1.29  is  12.8  and  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and 
Wales  rate  of  11.9. 

Deaths  from  Individual  Diseases. 

The  347  deaths  are  set  out  in  Table  5 according  to  cause  and 
sex  distribution. 

Disease  of  Heart  and  Circulatory  System. 

166  deaths  were  recorded  in  this  group,  80  males  and  86 
females.  The  causes  of  death  are  given  at  numbers  17-21  inclusive 
in  Table  5. 

52  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  disease,  50  to  other  heart 
disease,  51  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  13  to 
other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system. 

Cancer. 

67  deaths,  45  men  and  22  women,  make  this  the  second  largest 
group. 

Death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  are  set  out  in 
the  Summary  of  Statistics  with  comparative  figures  for  England  and 
Wales. 

All  the  17  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  were  registered  in 

men. 
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Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. 

There  were  16  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  29  from  bronchitis. 
Out  of  45  deaths  31  were  registered  in  men. 

Tuberculosis. 

A young  woman  20  years  of  age  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  (See  Table  6). 

Death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  are  included  in 
the  Summary  of  Statistics  together  with  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  for  comparison  purposes. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough. 
Accidents. 

7 persons,  4 males  and  3 females,  died  as  a result  of  accidents. 

Four  died  as  a result  of  being  involved  in  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents. Of  the  remainder  a man  of  60  died  as  a result  of  a fall, 
a man  of  48  died  as  a result  of  a colliery  accident  and  a four-year-old 
girl  died  due  to  drowning  in  canal. 

Suicide. 

6 persons  committed  suicide.  3 by  coal  gas  poisoning,  1 by 
carbon  monoxide  poisoning  (motor  car  exhaust  fumes)  and  2 by 
drowning. 

Homicide. 

A female  child  died,  cause  unascertainable. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

150  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  1962.  Measles 
and  Chicken-pox  alone  accounted  for  119  of  this  total. 

The  incidence  of  individual  diseases  was:  — Measles  75, 
Chicken-pox  44,  Tuberculosis  16,  Dysentery  4,  Scarlet  Fever  4, 
Whooping  Cough  4,  Poliomyelitis  2 and  Erysipelas  1. 

Tables  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10  give  details  of  age  and  sex  distribution 
and  seasonal  incidence  of  these  diseases. 

Measles. 

75  cases  were  notified.  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred 
in  children  in  the  1-9  age  groups;  three-quarters  of  the  notifications 
being  received  in  December.  Tables  8 and  9. 
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These  cases  were  the  first  of  a large  outbreak  which  continued 
into  1963. 


Chicken-pox. 

44  cases  were  notified.  14  of  these  occurred  in  children  below 
school  age.  The  remainder  in  children  of  school  age.  The  cases 
were  spread  over  the  whole  year.  Tables  8 and  9. 


Tuberculosis. 

16  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  One  case  was  of 
a non-respiratory  type  and  occurred  in  a housewife. 

15  cases  occurred  in  persons  of  working  age.  The  other  occurred 
in  a retired  man  of  65.  Tables  6 and  7.  The  occupations  were 
varied. 

Dysentery. 

The  4 cases  notified  were  confined  to  one  family.  It  would 
appear  from  the  records  at  my  disposal  that  in  the  case  of  small 
outbreaks  these  are  chiefly  confined  to  individual  families.  This 
emphasises  the  need  for  personal  care  and  cleanliness  so  as  to  confine 
the  outbreak  as  far  as  possible. 


Poliomyelitis. 

2 cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Both  the  cases 
were  in  persons  of  working  age.  These  were  isolated  cases.  There 
was  one  man  and  one  woman,  both  with  young  families  but  neither 
person  had  been  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

One  would  like  to  hear  of  more  parents  attending  for  polio- 
myelitis vaccinations  with  their  children. 


Whooping  Cough. 

4 Cases  were  notified. 

During  the  six-year  period  1951/56  303  cases  were  notified 
but  since  then  there  has  been  a noticeable  reduction  and  in  the 
six-year  period  1957/62  only  98  cases  were  notified. 

Whooping  Cough  vaccine  was  used  more  frequently  in  the  latter 
period  and  these  figures  may  show  the  advantages  of  this — in  fewer 
cases.  Another  result  is  that  there  are  fewer  damaged  lungs  from 
the  disease. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  to  give  publicity 
to  the  major  health  topics.  Poster  boards,  exhibitions  at  the  County 
Clinic  and  publicity  in  various  ways  all  underline  the  way  to  good 
health. 

In  the  end,  however,  it  comes  to  the  personal  approach.  More 
good  can  be  done  by  one  person  talking  to  another  about  some 
health  matter  than  in  any  other  way.  The  better  posters  and  leaflets 
reinforce  what  has  been  said. 

Major  health  topics  included  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  small  pox.  Clean  food 
including  prevention  of  food  poisoning,  care  of  dustbins,  clean  air, 
“ keep  your  cold  to  yourself  ” and  venereal  diseases. 


SERVICES  FOR  OLDER  PEOPLE 

Laundry  Service  for  Foul  Linen. 

There  is  no  service  available  yet  in  the  Borough.  Some  Home 
Helps  do  far  more  than  anyone  might  consider  part  of  their  duty. 
Dirty  clothes  are  taken  home  and  washed.  When  one  hears  of  these 
occasions  it  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude  that  there  are  such  good- 
hearted  people  about.  It  is  with  regret  that  the  absence  of  such  a 
service  for  foul  linen  makes  this  necessary. 


Chiropody  Service. 

It  is  proposed  that  a service  commence  at  the  County  Clinic 
when  alterations  have  finished  and  when  a Chiropodist  is  available. 
The  benefit  of  chiropody  for  old  people  is  without  doubt  and  the 
comments  by  many  people  who  benefit  indicate  considerable  gratitude 
for  those  who  provide  it. 

At  the  time  of  writing  a service  had  started. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

This  service  continues  to  provide  hot  meals  to  older  people  in 
need.  Our  thanks  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  for  all  the  time 
and  energy  they  put  into  this  scheme. 

A total  of  2,702  meals  were  delivered  during  the  year. 
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DEVELOPMENT  OF  SERVICES 
Hospital  Service. 

The  planned  development  of  local  authority  services  is  supposed 
to  be  complementary  to  the  hospital  services  ten  year  plan. 

Support  for  ill,  or  convalescent  people  at  home  is  given  by 
the  County  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

Local  support  from  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  other 
voluntary  agencies  is  also  necessary  and  occurs  in  Ilkeston. 

More  older  people  who  have  required  hospital  attention  are 
being  sent  home  more  frequently  and  earlier  than  in  the  past. 

The  local  services  are  responding  nobly  to  these  changes. 

It  is  necessary  to  continue  to  expand  services  to  try  and  prevent 
breakdown  in  health  and  the  need  for  hospital  treatment. 

If  all  homes  had  full  modern  facilities  and  supporting  services 
were  always  available  to  fulfil  most  needs  far  fewer  people  might 
need  to  go  to  hospitals.  It  should  not  be  necessary  to  have  to  ask 
for  admission  to  hospitals  on  social  grounds. 

The  Council  are  perturbed  at  some  of  the  changes  envisaged 
in  the  ten  year  plan.  The  general  practitioners  who  work  in  Ilkeston 
General  Hospital  are  also  concerned  at  the  possible  loss  of  facilities 
for  them  to  treat  their  patients  locally  and  at  the  considerable 
inconvenience  to  patients  and  their  relatives  if  they  have  to  travel 
to  hospital  centres. 

There  are  many  aspects  to  this  problem. 

There  is  also  a need  for  the  proposed  Geriatric  Centre  locally. 

This  combined  with  half  way  house  accommodation  mentioned 
in  last  year’s  report  would  be  of  immense  help. 


Development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare  Services. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  7/62  and  18/62  were  sent  to  the 
Borough  Council  for  information.  Action  which  has  to  be  taken  to 
develop  these  services  is  a matter  for  the  County  Council. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  desire  expressed  in  these  circulars  to 
develop  voluntary  services,  the  details  of  the  circulars  were  discussed 
by  the  Local  Public  Health  Committee.  Voluntary  workers  come  from 
the  Borough  and  any  discussion  which  might  stimulate  local  people 
was  thought  well  worth  while. 
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Points  particularly  applicable  locally  are  : — 

(a)  Consideration  of  making  some  arrangement  for  day  and 
night  sitter-in  services  (in  case  of  illness,  etc.  at  home).  A 
person  might  volunteer  to  come  and  sit  with  the  ill  person 
if  no  one  else  is  available  or  can  relieve  over-strained 
relatives. 

(b)  Gardening — encouragement  to  volunteers  to  offer  to  clean 
up  and  set  gardens  of  disabled  or  old  people. 

(c)  House  decorating — many  rooms  occupied  by  old  people 
become  very  disreputable  and  help  and  encouragement  is 
needed  for  this  cleaning  and  redecoration. 

(d)  Boarding  out  of  old  people.  The  idea  of  arranging  for  an 
old  person  to  live  with  other  people  is  excellent  and  is  far 
preferable  to  leaving  a person  to  live  on  their  own. 

These  ideas  are  in  fact  carried  out  occasionally.  If  they  could 
be  done  on  a wider  scale  and  more  information  was  available  about 
the  possibilities  it  would  be  most  helpful. 

These  voluntary  efforts  should  be  complementary  to  those 
provided  by  Local  Authority  services. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

No  change  is  reported  since  last  year.  Water  samples  taken 
by  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  have  been  satisfactory.  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  to  the  Board  for  informing  me  of  the 
results  of  the  samples. 

Fluoridation. 

For  many  years  studies  of  dental  decay  have  been  going  on. 

In  particular,  examination  of  means  of  prevention  have  been 
investigated.  It  has  been  proved  time  and  time  again  that  com- 
munities who  have  fluoride  present  in  their  water  supplies  have  very 
much  better  teeth  at  all  ages  than  communities  where  it  is  absent. 

Following  these  studies  it  was  logical  to  proceed  to  the  addition 
of  fluoride  to  water  in  communities  where  it  was  absent  or  very 
low.  This  has  been  done  in  many  towns  abroad  and  a few  selected 
places  in  this  country. 
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A recent  report  on  these  studies  lead  to  these  conclusions  : — 

(1)  Dental  decay  in  children  in  experimental  areas  was  reduced 
by  over  50-60%. 

(2)  It  was  impossible  to  find  proof  of  any  harmful  side  effects. 

(3)  The  safety  of  controlled  fluoridation  has  been  endorsed  by 
the  World  Health  Organisation  and  leading  dental  and 
medical  associations  throughout  the  world. 

The  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  water  supply  has  contained  fluoride 
since  the  beginning  of  the  century.  The  amount  is  0.5  - 0.6  parts 
per  million.  The  recommended  amount  for  effective  prevention  of 
dental  decay  is  1 part  per  million. 

The  County  Dental  Officer  informs  me  that  the  dental  decay 
situation  amongst  children  in  the  area  supplied  by  this  water  is 
more  satisfactory  than  in  children  from  communities  where  the 
content  of  fluoride  is  lower  or  absent. 

We  should  feel  fortunate  that  nature  has  taken  charge  and 
produced  the  favourable  situation.  We  should  note,  however,  that  the 
amount  of  fluoride  in  the  water  is  on  the  low  side  and  perhaps  at 
a later  date  in  the  development  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  area, 
consideration  might  be  given  to  whether  it  is  worth  while  adding 
a small  amount  of  fluoride  to  the  water  to  bring  it  up  to  the  optimum 
level. 


Swimming  Baths. 

The  Council  maintain  one  open-air  pool.  This  has  an  adequate 
chlorination  and  filtration  plant.  The  water  remains  under  satis- 
factory control. 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH'S  OFFICE 

The  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Alfreton  serves 
Ilkeston  Borough  Council  and  Alfreton,  Heanor  and  Ripley  Urban 
District  Councils.  In  addition,  the  Medical  Officer  is  also  an  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

The  Borough  and  each  District  is  dealt  with  entirely  separately. 
This  combination  of  posts  is  an  ideal  one.  It  presents  many  oppor- 
tunities for  liaison  and  co-operation. 

I have  to  thank  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  many 
members  of  his  staff  who  have  helped  and  advised  me  during  the 
year.  The  pleasant  relationship  existing  is  much  appreciated  and 
helps  a great  deal  in  our  mutual  interests. 
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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

Every  effort  was  made  to  make  the  public  aware  of  its  respon- 
sibility for  obtaining  personal  protection  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.  Posters  and  leaflets  were  made 
available. 

The  schemes  for  protection  are  organised  by  the  County  Council 
and  carried  out  by  their  staff  and  the  general  practitioners. 

The  Borough  Council  supports  these  schemes  with  poster 
campaigns  and  wherever  else  possible.  Publicity  has  been  given  to 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination  and  to 
immunisation  against  Tetanus  and  Diphtheria. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 

In  view  of  the  reported  national  increase  it  was  considered  that 
some  publicity  be  given  to  this  subject.  Arrangements  are  in  hand 
for  suitable  notices  to  be  placed  again  in  public  lavatories.  Various 
discussions  have  taken  place. 


SAFETY 


Home  Safety. 

Matters  concerning  home  safety  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Council. 

Publicity  was  given  during  the  year  to  such  topics  as  fireguards, 
water  safety,  broken  glass  and  spring  cleaning. 

The  stand  at  the  Ilkeston  Trade  Fair  was  devoted  to  Home 
Safety.  Divided  into  two  parts  it  illustrated  the  right  and  wrong 
ways. 

The  stand  appeared  to  attract  more  attention  than  many  other 
exhibits. 

The  stand  was  a joint  effort  between  the  Staff  of  your  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council  Health  Education  Staff. 

Thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned  for  the  excellent  stand 
produced. 

Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the  Plome  Safety  Training  Year. 

The  work  done  by  the  Ilkeston  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross  and 
the  Ilkeston  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  in  giving 
advice  on  and  training  in  Home  Safety  is  very  much  appreciated. 
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Lifting  and  Carrying. 

At  intervals  reminders  are  issued  of  the  need  to  consider  the 
safety  of  persons  who  have  to  lift  and  carry. 

As  usual  with  items  appertaining  to  the  health  of  the  individual, 
training  should  start  at  home  by  the  parents  and  continue  through 
school  life  into  adult  working  environments. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1960 
states  : — 

“ Many  of  the  3 1 per  cent  of  handling  accidents  which  damage 
the  trunk  are  due  to  incorrect  methods  of  lifting  and  carrying  weights. 
That  many  workers  do  not  understand  the  safe  method  of  lifting 
is  due  in  part  to  a lack  of  proper  training  by  firms.  A worker  will 
soon  appreciate,  when  shown,  that  his  leg  and  thigh  muscles  are 
stronger  than  those  of  the  back  and  abdomen  and  will  tend 
to  form  the  habit  of  using  the  former  in  lifting,  keeping  his  back 
erect  and  his  arms  straight. 

An  attempt  to  lift  an  excessive  load  may  seriously  strain  even 
the  trained  and  experienced  person.  If  the  load  approaches  50  per 
cent  of  the  individual’s  body  weight  there  is  also  a considerable  risk 
that  he  will  lose  his  balance.  Loss  of  balance  or  insecure  grip  may 
result  in  a load  being  dropped  on  the  feet,  which  receive  injury  in 
19  per  cent  of  all  handling  accidents. 

It  was  made  an  offence  under  the  Factories  Act,  1959,  to  employ 
any  person  to  lift,  carry  or  move  any  load  so  heavy  as  to  be  likely  to 
cause  injury  to  him.  (This  requirement  previously  applied  only  to  young 
persons.).  Maximum  weights  that  may  be  lifted,  carried  or  moved 
by  various  classes  of  person  have  also  been  laid  down  in  Regulations 
for  particular  industries.  In  a survey  of  lifting  and  carrying  accidents 
made  six  years  ago  amongst  workers  in  docks  and  in  the  woollen 
and  worsted,  jute,  pottery  and  food  and  drink  industries  it  was 
found  that  some  37  per  cent  of  these  accidents  were  primarily  due 
to  the  lifting  of  excessively  heavy  weights. 

Other  matters  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  lifting  and  carrving 
are  the  need  for  a proper  working  understanding  when  two  or  more 
people  are  working  together,  the  dangers  of  strain  from  jerking, 
shoving  and  twisting  the  body,  the  risks  of  stacking  or  piling  at  too 
high  a level  and  the  necessity  for  hand  protection  when  splinters, 
nails  and  jagged  edges  may  cause  injury.  In  order  to  promote  a 
better  understanding  on  the  shop  floor  of  the  principles  of  lifting 
and  carrying,  an  illustrated  booklet  and  a coloured  wall-sheet  based 
on  material  drawn  from  the  experience  of  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate, 
were  published  in  1958.” 
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CLEAN  AIR 


Thanks  are  due  to  the  many  health-conscious  people  who  have 
supported  the  clean  air  campaign. 

This  campaign  consists  of  two  parts. 


Smoking. 

The  first  part  comprises  the  education  of  the  people  about  the 
dangers  of  smoking. 

The  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  smoking  in 
relation  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  other  diseases  appeared  during 
the  year. 

Inevitably  there  are  people  who  are  addicted  to  smoking  and 
do  not  agree  with  the  report. 

There  are  people  who  make  money  out  of  smoking. 

There  are  people  who  die  because  smoking  causes  and  accentuates 
disease. 


Domestic  Smoke. 

The  other  part  of  the  campaign  is  to  clear  domestic  smoke  out 
of  the  air.  The  dirt  and  filth  caused  is  obvious  to  any  person. 

It  is  known  that  this  type  of  pollution  has  an  affect  on  health. 
Dramatic  episodes  like  the  London  Smog  were  needed  to  bring  it 
to  attention. 

Local  progress  is  being  made  towards  smokeless  zones. 

Education  goes  on  month  after  month  and  is  most  effective 
when  done  on  a personal  basis. 

It  does  seem  incredible  at  times  how  much  we  suffer  from 
civilisation  and  that  we  are  not  yet  able  to  pick  out  the  beneficial 
aspects  and  use  them  to  the  greatest  benefit  of  all. 

The  Council  has  agreed  in  principle  to  the  control  of  domestic 
smoke  in  the  Borough. 

Draft  proposals  have  been  considered.  These  envisage  a pro- 
gramme of  20  areas  with  the  suggestion  that  20  years  may  be  needed 
to  bring  them  into  force.  There  is  hope  that  this  period  may  be 
much  reduced  but  until  the  first  area  is  well  on  its  way  most  estimates 
of  time  are  guess  work. 
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It  is  considered  that  Kirk  Hallam  should  constitute  the  first 
area.  The  principle  being  to  start  at  the  point  from  which  the 
prevailing  wind  comes  and  prevent  smoke  from  that  point  being 
blown  over  the  rest  of  the  town.  By  orderly  progress  it  is  expected 
that  adjoining  areas  will  follow  until  the  whole  Borough  is  covered 

Arrangements  for  the  appointment  of  Staff  to  deal  with  this 
programme  were  put  in  hand.  At  the  time  of  writing  these  had 
been  appointed  and  consisted  of  a Technical  Assistant  and  a Clerk/ 
Typist. 


FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported  in  the  Borough. 
It  is  difficult  to  say  whether  this  is  the  actual  state  of  affairs  as  cases 
are  not  always  reported. 

A recent  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  Food  Poisoning  in 
England  and  Wales  1961  states  that  : — 

“ 5,387  incidents  of  food  poisoning  were  reported.  This  is  a 
reduction  of  16%  compared  with  1960.  In  all  about  12,700  persons 
were  ill.  22  fatal  cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Laboratory  Service.” 

These  figures  indicate  that  risk  of  food  poisoning  continues. 
Only  the  highest  standards  of  hygiene  with  thought  and  care  in  the 
handling  of  food  can  be  acceptable. 

In  two-thirds  of  these  outbreaks  the  suspected  food  was  processed 
and  made  up  meat  dishes. 

All  people  who  handle,  all  those  who  sell  and  all  those  who 
consume  made  up  or  processed  food  must  always  be  on  their  guard. 

Anyone  who  has  a problem  concerning  these  matters  is  advised 
to  contact  the  local  health  department  for  advice. 


CHARTER  CELEBRATIONS 

Early  in  the  year  the  Borough  held  its  75th  Charter  Celebrations. 
One  of  the  most  effective  events  was  the  illumination  of  the  buildings 
round  the  Market  Place  at  night.  This  was  most  impressive  and  really 
made  the  Market  Place  seem  the  centre  of  the  town.  A feeling  of 
cheerfulness  was  the  result.  Small  items  like  this  can  do  a lot  to 
show  a welcome  to  visitors  and  to  demonstrate  the  pride  of  the 
inhabitants  in  their  town.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston . 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1962. 

The  report  is  in  a similar  form  to  previous  years.  For  nearly 
half  the  year  that  department  was  not  fully  staffed  with  the  result 
that  the  rate  of  progress  of  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses,  not 
capable  of  repair  at  a reasonable  expense,  was  retarded.  However, 
an  amount  of  work  on  clearance  procedure  was  done  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  which  will  be  helpful  for  1963.  Details  of 
work  which  was  carried  out  are  given  in  the  Housing  section  of 
the  report. 

Meat  inspection  was  not  neglected  although  it  caused  extra  work 
to  be  necessary  both  by  Mr.  Booth  and  myself  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  but,  despite  the  difficulties,  we  were  able  to  maintain 
a one  hundred  per  cent  inspection.  The  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the 
slaughtering  takes  place  at  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  causes  the 
work  of  meat  inspection  to  be  easier  than  was  the  case  when  there 
were  more  licensed  premises.  The  work  of  inspection  of  meat  and 
other  food  is  given  in  detail  in  the  report. 

The  service  of  refuse  collection  has  now  settled  down.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  department  had  achieved  fifteen  months  valuable 
experience  in  the  supervision  of  this  work  and  considering  that  we 
were  still  working  under  difficult  conditions,  by  the  depot  alterations 
being  uncompleted,  the  direct  labour  scheme  is  much  more  satisfactory 
and  efficient  than  the  contract  work.  The  service  is  comparable  with 
that  given  by  local  authorities  with  far  more  experience  of  a direct 
labour  service.  The  trade  refuse  collection  has  been  built  up  during 
the  year;  the  traders  are  grateful  and  the  income  from  this  work 
continues  to  increase. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  Alderman  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Bostock,  still  shows  a keen  interest  in  the  various  aspects  of  the 
department’s  work  and  I record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  as  well 
as  to  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  support  in  the  field  of  public  health.  The  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Housing  Committee  also  maintain  their  keen  interest  in  those 
duties  which  are  carried  out  by  the  department  under  the  control 
of  that  Committee  and  I thank  them  for  their  support. 

The  active  co-operation  and  friendly  relations  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  helps  to  keep 
the  atmosphere  in  the  department  clear  and  healthy.  I thank  Dr. 
Weyman  for  his  guidance  and  constructive  criticisms  during  the 
year. 

I record,  also,  my  thanks  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  his  staff,  the 
other  chief  officers  of  the  Council  and  their  staffs  and,  lastly  to 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  continuing  loyalty  and 

satisfactory  work  during  1962.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Trades  Exhibition. 

A Trades  Exhibition  organised  by  the  Ilkeston  Chamber  of  Trade 
was  held  on  the  15th  to  19th  May  inclusive.  The  attendance  was 
not  as  good  as  at  previous  exhibitions  owing  to  the  weather  conditions 
prevailing  at  the  time. 

The  Health  Department’s  stand  was  on  the  theme  of  Home 
Safety.  The  Derbyshire  County  Council  Health  Services  co-operated 
with  the  Health  Department  in  planning  and  preparing  the  stand. 
Considerable  interest  was  taken  in  the  different  efforts  to  bring  home 
safety  to  the  notice  of  the  general  public  and  although  the  attendance 
was  not  good,  the  effort  was  worth  while.  Health  education  leaflets 
of  various  kinds  were  distributed  from  the  stand  and  numerous  leaflets 
on  Home  Safety  were  disposed  of  during  the  period  of  the  exhibition. 

The  difficulty  of  staffing,  particularly  in  the  evenings,  is  one 
that  is  not  overcome  very  easily  and  at  the  moment  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  solution  to  this  problem.  Thanks  are  due  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer’s  staff  for  their  help  and  to  the  East  Midlands 
Gas  Board  and  local  tradesmen  for  the  loan  of  various  items  of 
kitchen  equipment  used. 

Generally. 

Occasional  talks  are  given  to  Women’s  Organisations  on  various 
aspects  on  Health  Education.  Wherever  possible  the  department  tries 
to  illustrate  such  talks  with  slides,  film  strips  and  films. 

The  display  frames  adjoining  the  Health  department  offices  were 
used  for  posters  in  connection  with  Elealth  education;  this  is 
additional  to  the  monthly  poster  campaign  displaying  suitable  posters 
at  various  advertising  stations  in  the  town  which  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Food  Hygiene 

Apart  from  routine  visits  to  food  premises,  no  time  was  devoted 
to  talks  to  food  handlers  nor  has  there  been  any  requests  from  any 
organisations  to  do  so. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960 

No  proceedings  were  instituted  for  contravention  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  1960  during  the  year. 

A number  of  shops  were  reinspected  and  brought  up-to-date. 
Ten  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  of  food  premises.

Food  and  Drug  Samples. 

The  County  Analyst  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  informa- 
tion on  behalf  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  who  are  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  Borough. 

“ 107  samples,  including  28  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  during  the  year  1962. 

The  Milk  samples  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of 
one  sample  of  T.T.  Channel  Island  Pasteurised  Milk  which  failed 
to  reach  the  higher  standard  of  4 per  cent,  fat  for  milk  sold  under 
this  description.  This  irregularity  was  dealt  with  by  caution  notice. 

The  label  on  a sample  described  as  Macaroon  Biscuit  Mix  was 
misleading.  Representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers  who 
agreed  to  amend  the  label. 

Two  samples  of  Sweets  contained  colouring  matter  not  permitted 
for  use  in  food  manfaeture  in  this  country.  One  sample  contained  a 
permitted  colouring  matter  known  as  Erythrosine  but  other  colours 
of  the  same  type  were  also  present.  Investigation  showed  that  these 
were  due  to  decomposition  of  the  Erythrosine  during  the  manfacturing 
process.  The  findings  were  reported  to  the  Ministry.  The  other 
sample  was  old  stock  and  the  remainder  was  withdrawn  from  sale. 
It  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  manufacturers.”

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There  was  a further  increase  in  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year,  the  increase  being  in  sheep  and  pigs. 
It  is  noticed,  again,  that  the  tendency  is  for  less  cows  to  be 
slaughtered.  The  accent  seems  to  be  on  meat  from  young  animals 
with  the  result  that  the  quality  of  the  meat  produced  is  entirely 
different  from  that  in  the  pre-war  years. 

Gradually  the  slaughtering  is  taking  place  more  and  more  during 
working  hours  which  is  reducing  the  amount  of  extra  time  worked 
to  ensure  the  inspection  of  all  slaughtered  animals.  The  main 
objection  of  the  inspectors  is  the  necessity  to  do  week-end  inspection. 
If  this  could  be  avoided,  the  occasional  evening  overtime  during  the 
week  would  be  cheerfully  accepted. 

Three  slaughterhouse  premises  are  now  licensed,  with  the  bulk 
of  the  slaughtering  taking  place  at  one.  During  the  year  Messrs. 
Barnes  commenced  to  bring  their  slaughtering  premises  up-to-date  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  and  an  application  was 
made  for  the  renewal  of  the  slaughterhouse  licence  at  the  end  of 
year.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  renewal  of  the  licence  as  from  the 
1st  January,  1963. 

There  are  no  horse  slaughtering  establishments  or  knacker’s 
yards  in  the  Borough.

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UNSOUND  FOOD 


The  table  of  carcases  and  offal  inspected  and  the  monthly 
incidence  tables  of  disease  in  slaughtered  animals  are  given  as  in 
previous  years.  It  had  been  considered  that  the  monthly  incidence 
of  Tubercular  affections  could  have  been  omitted  this  year  but  there 
is  still  a tendency  for  an  occasional  case  of  local  Tuberculosis  to 
occur  in  cattle  and  pigs. 

The  routine  examination  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  continued 
and  the  various  localised  diseased  conditions  are  listed  below. 
Evidence  of  Cysticercosis  was  found  in  three  carcases.  The  affected 
parts  were  destroyed  and  the  carcases  were  subjected  to  refrigeration 
for  the  specified  period. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  surrendered  for  diseases  and  injuries, 
excluding  Tuberculosis  but  including  Cysticercosis  was  1,479 
pounds.  Unsound  meat  is  slashed,  stained  and  disposed  of  to  a 
processing  firm  who  guarantee  it  will  not  be  used  for  food. 

No  carcases  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 
There  were  ten  instances  in  which  some  part  or  organ  was  condemned 
in  bovines  and  thirty-eight  in  pigs. 

Other  unsound  foods  surrendered  during  the  year,  mainly  canned 
goods,  are  listed  in  detail  and  amount  to  a total  weight  of  3,43 2\ 
pounds.  These  foods,  other  than  meat  and  meat  products,  are 
punctured,  dosed  with  a strong  disinfectant  and  buried  in  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip. 

The  total  weight  of  all  unsound  food  surrendered  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year  was  5,446J  pounds.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  two  offensive  trades  in 
the  Borough  registered  with  the  local  authority,  one  rag  and  bone 
dealer  and  one  tripe  dealer.  During  the  year  the  tripe  dealer’s 
establishment  was  closed  leaving  only  one  offensive  trade  now  In 
the  Borough.  This  is  situated  in  an  industrial  zone  with  no  dwelling 
houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  these  premises 
during  the  year. 


DEALERS  IN  OLD  METAL  AND  MARINE  STORES 

(Section  86,  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907) 

There  were  three  firms  registered  as  dealers  in  old  metal  and 
marine  stores  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  One  firm  ceased  business 
during  the  year.

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF 
MUSIC  HALLS,  THEATRES,  CINEMAS,  ETC. 

An  annual  report  is  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  and 
the  local  Licensing  Bench  in  accordance  with  the  Home  Office 
Circular  120,  1920. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  report  for  1962  : —

during  the  year,  mainly  during  performances  and  at  no  time  was 
there  any  cause  for  complaint.” 
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CLEAN  AIR 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  Alderman  Mrs.  E.  E.  Bostock,  who 
represents  the  Corporation  on  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air, 
has  again  been  elected  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  East 
Midlands  Branch  of  that  Society. 

In  January  1961,  the  Corporation  agreed  in  principle  to  the 
establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  in  the  Borough  commencing 
during  the  year  1963,  and  the  department  continued  to  work  towards 
this  aim.  As  a result  of  reports  submitted,  the  Corporation  agreed 
in  March  that  the  Kirk  Hallam  district  should  be  the  first  provisional 
smoke  control  area.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  there  existed  in  the 
department  a tentative  programme  which  envisaged  the  establishment 
of  smoke  control  areas  covering  the  whole  Borough  during  a period 
of  twenty  years. 

Two  notifications  were  received  of  intention  to  install  auto- 
matically stoked  coal  burning  furnaces  for  the  heating  of  buildings. 

There  were  80  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  and  while  it 
was  necessary  in  some  instances  to  give  advice  to  operators,  in  no 
case  was  formal  action  required. 

The  number  of  complaints  caused  by  the  incineration  of  waste 
materials  on  business  premises  continues  to  decline  each  year.  During 
the  current  year,  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  commence 
statutory  proceedings  before  the  nuisance  ceased. 

While  the  deposit  gauge  at  Potters  Lock  records,  in  any  month, 
between  10  and  20  tons  deposited  matter  per  square  mile,  the  gauge 
at  Kingston  Avenue  (adjacent  to  the  Ironworks)  has  fluctuated  widely 
between  25  and  90  tons  per  square  mile.  There  seems  no  doubt 
that  it  is  influenced  by  any  wind  strong  enough  to  carry  the  heavier 
particulate  matter  in  a northerly  direction.  Fortunately,  the  residential 
area  which  is  affected  by  this  heavy  deposit,  is  quite  small,  as  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  hope  of  improvement  in  conditions  there. 
A copy  of  our  records  is  sent  to  the  District  Alkali  Inspector  who 
is  responsible  for  controlling  atmospheric  pollution  from  this  plant. 
He  visits  the  department  regularly  and  is  appreciative  of  our  concern 
at  the  general  pollution  caused  by  all  the  processes  he  supervises.

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928  and  1936 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  Petroleum  Licensing 
Officer  for  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  fifty-nine  petroleum  spirit  storage  licences  were 
issued  for  a total  storage  capacity  of  247,160  gallons  of  petroleum 
spirit  and  160  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture.  The  total  of  the  fees 
collected  during  the  year  was  £48/0/0. 

All  underground  storage  installations  are  cylindrical  steel  tanks 
embedded  in  sand  and  enclosed  in  concrete  pits. 

Four  new  installations  were  licensed  during  the  year.  All  new 
tanks  are  subject  to  a pressure  test  of  10  lbs.  per  square  inch  before 
approval. 

Inspections  of  the  licensed  premises  are  made  from  time  to  time, 
17  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  No  contraventions  of 
the  licence  conditions  were  found. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Borough  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative. 
Although  he  has  other  duties  in  the  department,  approximately 
two-thirds  of  his  time  is  devoted  to  rodent  control.  Frequently  all 
three  health  inspectors  assist  in  the  work,  if  the  infested  premises  are 
food  premises,  or  if  defective  drainage  work  is  discovered. 

A close  working  arrangement  exists  between  the  Divisional  Pests 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the 
department.  The  Officer  and  his  staff  are  always  willing  to  help 
and  give  advice  upon  the  work  of  rodent  control.  A technical  officer 
of  the  Department  visits  at  least  once  during  the  bi-annual  sewer 
treatment.

DISINFESTATION 

The  fumigation  of  the  household  effects  of  ingoing  tenants  of 
Council  houses  is  carried  out  only  where  considered  necessary  by 
the  department.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Collection. 

The  service  of  collection  by  direct  labour,  commenced  in  October 
1961,  has  settled  down  to  a routine  task  with  very  few  difficulties. 
It  has  been  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  statistics,  thus  I am  able 
to  record  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  and  other  relevant  details. 
In  order  to  produce  figures  required  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Costing 
Returns  which  are  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  annually,  the  information  is  in  respect  of  the  financial 
year  ended  the  31st  March,  1963. 

The  present  system  of  collection  is  based  on  four  gangs  and  the 
town  has  been  divided  into  four  areas,  roughly  the  North,  East, 
South  and  West  areas,  therefore  it  has  been  convenient  to  refer  .to 
the  gangs  as  such.  Trade  refuse  is  collected,  mainly,  by  the  Karrier 
Bantam,  which,  by  having  a smaller  body,  is  able  to  get  round  to 
the  rear  of  shops. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  produce  complete  financial  details 
of  the  cost  of  the  service  or  the  income  from  trade  refuse  collection. 
Had  they  been  available  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report  they  would 
be  in  respect  of  the  financial  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1963 
Information  of  this  nature  will  appear  in  the  Abstract  of  Accounts 
produced  by  the  Borough  Treasurer.  I therefore  confine  my  informa- 
tion to  weights. 
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The  total  number  of  bins  collected  during  the  twelve  months  was  » 
712,282  with  a total  weight  of  12,009  tons  19  cwts.  The  weight  of 
trade  refuse  collected  was  741  tons  9|  cwts.;  this  gives  a total  of 
12,751  tons  8j  cwts.  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year. 

The  average  weight  of  bin  contents  is  3 8. 13 lbs.,  and  the  weight 
per  1,000  of  the  population  (all  refuse)  is  343  tons  11  cwts. 

The  following  table  gives  details  per  gang.

When  the  scheme  of  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour  was 
envisaged,  it  was  considered  that  four  gangs  and  four  large  vehicles 
would  collect  the  refuse  for  the  whole  of  the  town,  with  the  small 
vehicle  (the  Karrier  Bantam)  to  be  used  as  a spare  vehicle,  however, 
the  collection  of  trade  refuse  has  increased  considerably  with  the 
result  that  the  small  vehicle  has  to  be  used  all  the  week.  It  would 
appear  that  the  solution  to  the  growing  problem  of  additional  refuse 
is  the  purchase  of  another  vehicle.  The  dual-tip,  gravity  packing 
type  of  body  has  proved  satisfactory,  particularly  in  the  two  areas 
where  the  collection  is  heavier  and  another  vehicle  with  that  type 
of  body  would  be  very  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  district. 

The  bin  bonus  scheme  works  quite  satisfactorily  and  there 
appears  to  be  no  reason  for  any  amendment  or  adjustment.  By 
working  well  for  the  first  four  days  of  the  week  the  men  are  ensured 
of  an  easy  day  on  the  fifth  day  as  well  as  earning  a satisfactory 
bonus.  So  far  as  administration  is  concerned,  there  is  very  little 
supervision  required  in  a normal  week  with  reasonable  weather  and 
each  gang’s  work  for  the  week  can  be  completed  by  Friday  afternoon. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  make  a collection  of  pail  closet  contents 
weekly-  There  are  14  closets  of  this  type  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town  which  cannot  be  connected  to  the  existing  sewerage  system. 
Although  it  is  anticipated  that  the  construction  of  a new  length 
of  sewer  at  the  rear  of  Church  Street  next  year  will  enable  approxi- 
mately six  conversions  to  be  effected,  I cannot  see  that  the  complete 
abolition  of  these  old  fashioned  conservancy  type  closets  can  take 
place  for  several  years. 

Disposal. 

All  domestic  and  trade  refuse  as  well  as  pail  contents  are  disposed 
of  at  the  refuse  tip  situated  at  Pewitt.  Levelling  and  consolidation  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  This  rather  peculiar 
arrangement  is  rare;  I know  of  no  colleague  who  is  in  charge  of 
refuse  collection  who  is  not  also  in  charge  of  disposal.  As  circum- 
stances are  I cannot  comment  on  the  state  of  the  tip. 

The  department  gives  a regular  service  of  rodent  control  at 
me  tip. 

Vehicle  Depot. 

The  depot  at  Lower  Bloomsgrove  Road  was  not  completed  at 
the  time  of  writing,  although  the  vehicles  have  been  garaged  there 
since  early  December.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  completed  and 
taken  over  by  the  department  in  the  near  future.
